Capital Not Alone in Combining. 

“Some of the most active opponents to 
organized capital have been found in the 
ranks of organized labor. Some of the man- 
agers of industrial combinations assert they 
have been forced to combine on account of 
the power of organized labor. They assert 
that the principle of combination is the 
same in both cases; and that labor organiza- 
tions are no iess tyrannous than are organ- 
izattofis of capital. Before legislation re- 
garding combinations is undertaken, the, 

uestion should be clearly answered whether 
the two classes or organizations are the 
game in principle, and whether a law which 
restrains one will be held by the courts to 
restrain the .other also.

Their fundamental pur- 
poses are to reduce the cost of production 
to the manufacturers by minimizing the 
eost of labor and depressing the prices of 
raw materials; to destroy competition by 
absorbing all rival industries, squeezing out 
‘the small, coercing the weak, and amal- 
gamating the strong; to monopolise and con- 
trol trade and industry by absolutely dom'- 
nating the markets and subsidizing or ter- 
rorizing the free and norma! course of com- 
merece and labor. 

“They seek to justify their operations 
the plausible ground that they improve the 
quality and increase the quantity of useful 
manufactures, reduce prices to the con- 
sumer, and add to the wealth and prosperity 
of the country. It might be admitted for the 
sake of argument that some of these con- 
tentions are temporarily true, but ultimately 
none of them is true or possible in the nature 
of things. |

Suggests a Remedy. 7 

“ Entertaining, as we do, these deliberate 
convictions, there is, in our view of the 
matter, but one phase of thé problem left 
epen for practical discussion, and that is 
how best to remedy the evil and remove its 
causes. And hefe again we are confror®ed 
with a fundamental question of political and 
governmental! science. It has been said that 
this is not @ political question. 
The cobrts of the country have uniformly 
and correctly declared that but for the ex- 
istence and operations of private corpora- 
tions trusts and monopolies could not sub- 
sist for an hour. It is only by the corpora- 
tion, with its peculiar and artificial at- 
tributes, that trusts and trade combinations 
can be successfully carried out. Here, then, 
we have the root of the evil, im the private 
corporation. : 

“ Corporations in some form or other are 
no doubt indispensable in a limited 
to the efficient and successful management 
of many enterprises. But nowhere and at 
no time nave thar existed in such numbers, 
for such purposes, and under such conditions 
as attend them in this republic. The gov- 
ernment thas furthef enhanced their power 
and vileges by the most unexampled 
favoritism and public protection. 


Sees Cause in Tariff. 

“The tariff has enabled the corporate en- 
terprises and syndicates to establish and 
solidify their tyranny over the country, and 
by legalized plunder to amass such im- 
mense capita] as to’dominate the whole 
field of commercial and industrial activity. 
After nearly forty years of its unjust and 
unéqual rapacity, it now hides itself behind 
the trusts and monopolies of the land as be- 
hind the breastwork its own Iniquities have 
erected. It is perhaps not desirable and is 
‘practically impossible to destroy this vast 
and dangerous class of artificial citizenship 
in the shape of private corporations, but ft 
is assuredly not only desirable but absolute- 
ly necessary_to reduce them to something 
like equality before the law of the individ- 
val and natura! citizenship of the union. 

“Under our institutions these artificial 
persons or citizens aré created by the States 
and not by the federal government. There- 
fore, the initiative must be taken by the 
States, and to accomplish any permanent 
or practical results there must be harmony 
and uniformity of action.”’ 

Proposes Legislation. 

The speaker then referred to the fact that 

the federal government has control st 


‘interstate commerce as emphasizing 
| need for united aetion, and said: 


“Tf we are asked along what lines this 
unfversal and uniform legislation shall be 
framed, then we unhesitatingly answer that 
it should be in the direction of limiting the 
purpose for which - private corporations 
shall be chart so as to reduce their 
number, and by Amiting also the amount of 
capital stock for which a company may be 
incorporated, so aa to curtail their enor- 
mous power to amass undue wealth and ex- 
ercise despotic control over the commerce, 
industry, and policies of the nation. 

‘“ But the burden of this great work cannot 
and ought not to be thrown entirely upon the 
States. We believe that the federal govern- 
ment both can and shopld assume the in- 
itiative in the movement to suppress and re- 
strain these great corporate monopolies. 
The methods suggested may appear radical 
and revolutionary to some, but the time has 
come when thé country must face the crisis 
and solve it conscientiously, courageously, 
and completely, unless we are to surrender 
those principles for which the union was 
formed and without which it fs not worth 
preserving. If government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people is to con- 
tinue in this republic, then we must place 
national righteousness above national 
wealth, ethics above economics, political 
principle above pecuniary profit, the coneti- 
tution above the commerce of the country. 
To do these things requires a courage and 
constancy never before demanded by any 
crisis that has risen in the atstory of the 
nation 

“ Texas will make good her right to wear

. Witijam Fortune, President of the Indiana

Friend and Backer of Corporations. 

“ With this class of people I have no sym- 
pathy. A corporation, properly conducted, | 
is entitled to as much sympathy, support, 
and respect ag an individual, because a cor- 
poration in. law is an individual I wish, 
therefore, to be written down asa friend and 
backer of corporations because no State can 
be developed without them. When I hear} - 
men in politics and elsewhere whining 
demagogue cry. ‘ Down with corporations,’ I 
am ready to join the crowd of enterprising 
people whe will cry, ‘ Down with that class 
of malcontents and demagogues!’ I am not 
an optimist, per se, nor am I a imist. 
I have no sympathy for any one who puts I[n 
his time whining against capital. We un-. 
fortunately, however, have too many of 
this class of croakers. What we need is 
more capital in legitimate business under- 
takings. We must have men everywhere 
who will invest their money in building up 
ane. Spaning up the industries of all of our 


Arbitration for Capital and Labor. 

“Now, I take it, that all present understand | 
how I feel toward capitalists and toward 
corporations which always represent cap- |. 
ital and capitalists. The next point to which 
I desire briefly to allude is the labor prob- 
lem, I am now and always have been a 
staunch friend of the tolling masses.

I find about as 
many Democrats in trusts in the Unted 
States as Republicans, and I find at least | 
two of the mammoth trusts of thie country 
are in a sense Democratic trusts. Therefore 
I conclude we cannot choke them out by 
drawing political lines upon them. We must 
come nearer home for a remedy than that. 
We must hif at its tap root by national and 
State legislation, by making it a penal of- 
fenge against good government for men of 
great. wealth tc combine for the sole pur- 
pose of stifling and choking middie men and 
small dealers, as trusts have erally done 
in the past. Or, better still, if the trusis 
would take their employés into their com- : 
bines and their confidence, , after 
paying themselves a reasonable dividend on 
the actual amount of capital stock invest- 
ed, then agree to dfstribute a reasona- 
ble share of the profite among the skilled 
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artisans whom they employ as a percentage 
or profit upon their Wages, the trusts would | 
then be pmoe’ upon an honest, popular, and .

SECRETARY HAY’S LETTER. | 
The Hon. John Hay, Secretary of State; 
has made his first detailed public statement 
as to national issues in a letter written to 
the chairman of the Republican State Exec- 
utive commiittee of Ohio, in reply to an in- 
vitation to be present at the opening of the 
Republican campaign. His letter is a mas- 
terly defense of the policy of the adminis- 
tration as well as an exposition of indus- 
trial and commercial conditions which will 
provoke the thanks of all sturdy and patri- 
otic Americans. 
The most conspicuous part of Secretary 
Hay’s letter. is that in which he answers 
the absurd charge made in the Ohio Demo- 


cratic platform that the United States is 


in alliance with Great Britain. Of all men 
holding government positions Secretary 
Hay is best qualified to speak upon this sub- 
ject with authority, and he does so in such 


| éxplicit terms as completely to demolish the 


Democratic canard. Mr. Hay says: “ There 
“is no alliance with England, nor with any 
“ power under heaven, except those known 
“and published to the world—the treaties
